Wood, huge laboral4>rtaa will be ea- 
UMlBhad and tbia city wfll be the 
main aonthern office for the eniiT- 
prlse. Other than mere tentative 
jilnns. tiulhing h is tiei-n done as yet 
toward locating the laboratories here 
bat Dr. Wood held confereneea with 
aeveral local finaneiera yeatarday re- 
lative to iatrodvdng tbe new laven- 
tion to aouthern farmers. 

The method really Is not new. but 
Is siiii|)lv 111 old process carried out 
In a new way, according to Dr. Wood. 
It will reduce tbe high cost of living,' 
lighten farm work and, above all. It 
ia cheap, he says. 

pr. Wood's method consists of vac- 
cinating the ground. Nntrflying or- 
ganisms found in the roots of legu- 
minous plants, such as alfalfa, clover 
and cowpeas. are isolated and kept 
alive in a liquid aolution, multipli- 
ed and retamad to the aoil, where 
they BMke more acceaaible the ni- 
trogen In tbe ground. 

ExporiiiiiMils have abown, accord- 
ing to Dr. Wood, that seeds soaked 
in the aolution have grown twice as 
faat aa aeeda from the aame batch, 
hut t^atreated^ 

"I think that I have solved the 
problem in my litiuid solution." the i 
Inventor ^tatpd "In the liquid solu- 
tion the Kerni.s are kept alive. \vber^-| 
as the government was not very suc- 
cesafnl In keeping them alive in tbe 
dry form. 

"At preaent nitratee for nae on tbe 
farm cost in the neighborhood of $30 
per acri- while my .-iiliition can lie 
procured tor 25 cents an acre. .My 
plan ia to manufacture tbe solution 
in each farming locality, uaing tbe 
particular, form ot germa produced 
there, aad then, aa time paaaea, croas 
these germs with othera Irom diftei^ 
ent countriea and states." 

KAnaera To Operate riuniit. 

Continuing he atated that the 
plans ot financing . the propoaition 
wero simple, and he contemplated ni 
Iri.uMe. inasn iich ,is under his iiru- 
cesa farmerfc in tne varioaa localities 
would pay for the inataliation of the 
fertUialag alanta and .operate them, 
and that he would receive only a 
stipulated royalty on all dhM. He 
stated that by establishing a small 
plant In every farming section at a 
comparatively small cost • to the 
farraera, freight aad aapaaaaa waald 
be avoided. 

He aald that he haa apaat yeara ta 
research work on hia BOW invention. 

Dr. Wood received a B. A. degree 
In the Yale Army Baetorlological 
School and an M. U. degree in Prince- 
ton Uniireralty. He waa a'tormer ar- 
my pbyalelan in Mexico and during 
the war waa the bead ot the' recoo' 
structien 'tlriaioo ot tbe medical 
corps. During hia. career aa a gov- 
ernment stiri^eon he haa carried on 
various forms of research work suc- 
( tssfully. 

Ths inventor iaalati that hia aolu- 
tion will not only double the growing 
capacity of the aoil, but will make 
possible the doubling of crops In the 
same season, a.s tbe solution will baa- 
ten the development of plants. I 

Whether or not the invention will 
be aucccastui, it ta attractiag later- 
national attention. Dr. A. Comal- 
louga, repreaeatlBg tbe agrtcnitural 
department of Cuba, waa preaent 
whi n a test was made of the solution 
according tu Dr. Wood, and was con- 
vinced of tha Bierita of the invention 
The Cahaa haa a rapatatloa In Bu- 
ropo aad la thla aouatry aa aa au- 
thority on agricultural queetioaa. 

Dr. Wood stated that at leaat four 
central offices will be e«labli«he,d

Speaking of the League of Nations, 
we find that one complete paragraph 
of Article M reads atf followa: "The 
Members of the League severally 
agree that this Covenant is accspted 
as abrogating all obligations or un- 
deratandlnga (inter se) which are 
inconsistent with the terms thereof, 
and solemnly nndertake that they 
will not hereafter enter Into any en- 
gagements inconsistent with the 
terms thereof." If that section means 
anything at all, it would appear that 
everything, all laws, rules and regu- 
lations of parties signatory thereto, 
automatically become secondary to 
the Covenant. In short our statutes. 
If in anywijje conflicting with the 
('ovenant are lo be held for naught. 
Our Constitution vests in Congress 
the right to declare war. I'nder the 
League it would still bav« the right 
to declare war, but should we enter 
the LeiiRu ■. it would be the bounden 
duty of Congress to comply with a re- 
.|uest of the League Council and pro- 
vide for as many men and as much 
equipment and money as the League 
Authorltlea In their very far-away 
vision deemed proper for the' U. s.
